A better under ^landin^ of the rclatiorrship of one speei heommuni- 
ly to anotlier and of tire ori.uirrs of various modes of lanj^uage withirr 
speeih (ornmunities will enable a studerrt to examine diffiMent soi ial 
dialei ts, and therefore the various i ultural j^ioups of a rration, without 
prejudiie. Now is the tirrre for us to nurture nrutiial lespert amorr,^ 
various soi ial ^rou[)s b\ errc oura^irrji^ arr urrdersiarrdirrj^of aird a mutual 
lespeit for \aiious srxial dialeils.

Can Be Used To 
Motivate Students Who 
Are "Turned OfP' 
To Literature

•'Is this the lxK)k?" "Do we have to read the zvhole book?" ''It's loo 
hea\vl "She's <ia/v: Fhis dass is boring!" 'Til rather waich TV." 

Sound faniiUai? After several years of teaching in a girls* high 
school. I thought the battle rry might change. However, every term it is 
still the same. If the book is too heavy, large, small or oval, it*s loo for- 
midable fot the(;eneial student. Most seniors in my 12th grade English 
< lass had a leading giade of approximately 7.5 - 1 l.O. How can we help 
moti\ate these students? How lan we makt* reading pleasureable. noi 
odious? 

I first got the idea for a TV unit when I was browsing the bookrcx>m. 
I was detennineil to select a paperback book {so carrying the book to 
s< hool wouldn't become an issue). I hoped to get something that would 
make them say "ah** insteail of •*oh." I (ame across Great Television 
ria\s (selei ted by William Kaufman — Bell Laurel Edition). I'he wheels 
began turning, ilie l)ook (ontained sevnal plays which we could act out 
together in ilass. Some of the students had seen these plays televised; 
some had not. All weie rathei enthusiastic about beginning a unit deal- 
ing with TV. A( tually, there was a limited amount of long-ranged plan- 
ning fot this TV unit. Most of the work depended upon previous work 
and students' opinions. This, hopefully, helped to keep things spon- 
taneous and fle'xible.

Befoie any woik is to begin, the students must be ((msulted. Find 
out what the\ like. Talk about television. Talk about their favorite 
shows and stats. Ciei to know yf)ui ( lasses. I learned many things about 
my studeius. but I also learned about myself. I had many mis(oncepaons 
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and inaiiv piccoiu vwvd noiiotis about the adolmnu and TV. I loanu'd, 
to luy siupi iso. thai I was sommhat snobbish.

I bejjan the unit by asking the students to write a paragraph about 
iheit favorite show. As I had expected, there was much os(aj)ism 
nui!or(Hl in tfieir ( lioiees. Blac k ghetto girls wrote about Pettuoat June- 
turn, because "it is afHUH a small town.'* / Dream of Jeanme was pop- 
ulai. because "I like the way she blinks things around." Soap operas 
weie sele( teii. "be( ause you get so involved in the daily lives of these peo- 
ple." "I like All M\ Children bec ause it involves young people who are 
deeply in love." V\ presents a fantasy world in whic h problems are easi- 
Iv solved and everyone's hai)py. / Dream Of ]eannie. The Flintstones, 
and Pettiamt junction are popular, because they are so remote tourban 
gfietto c lasses. 

What really surprised and upset me was the {)roblem about reality. 
I hree quaiters of all the c lasses selec ted shows because they felt these 
shows were repa'scntati\e of life.
